Such longshoremen accepted tha 
inevitable, and gradually the oompanioa dia« 
charged the green hands ' who were taken 
during the strike and put old men in their 
places, because they could get more work 
out of them in a given time In course of 
time all, or nearly all, of the old hands woro 
at work again, ami they decided to make an 
effort to get their old ratoa Yesterday 
their officers furnished a notice to Bbip> 
owners, stevedores and captains, damaadhic..
